- It-was my father, who 
was a. slave-before the war-and.who drove a United-States-army wagon 
through almcist all the struggle.' He was the most perfect physical speci- 
men I have ever seen, and he gave me the first lessons I ever had in taking 
proper care of myself, which'is'the basis.of .all.physical''culture. ..Father 
was not a giant in stature, but he was built like the old-Roman gladiators.

hack when"! was a kid?" he asked.- 'Til tell-you. It'was my father, who 
was a slave before the war and'who drove, a United States army wagon 
through almost all the struggle. He was the most perfect physical speci- 
men I have ever seen, and he gave me the first lessons I ever had in taking 
proper care of myself, which is the basis of aU'physical culture. Father 
was not a giant in stature, but he was built like the old Homan gladiators. 
He could lift enormous weights and was a fairly good wrestler, but he never 
did any boxing. He died in Texas six years ago, eighty-four years old, 
and strong fill the day of his death. ; 


"When I got started on my career as a boier I- always used to 


remember that instruction he gave me. I had such admiration for his 
physical strength that whatever'he. said made a strong impression on me. 
I realize now that I got my real start.toward success in those, old days 
down south, watching my daddy and heeding the advice which he gave me.'

This wouhl wake for their ([iiicker assimilation into 
the Amerieim people who were Iu>rc before, them and bo of benefit to, them- 
selves and (lie country. 
Unfortunately a largo proportion of the immi- 


grants do not conic with tho intention of remaining. 
They intend to

with a similar purpose.

THE MEAT PROBLEM 


Until the supply aud demand for meat products even up, prices are 


bound to bo high. 
That they should be lower everybody is convinced, 


but bow to bring it about it is nol so easy to say. Mayor Fitzgerald and 
others would put a boycott on meat, but that is scarcely feasible, at 
least in an absolute sense. However, there is manifestly a falling off in 
the demand for meals, which if it continue long enough may effect the 
end desired. The records show thai the Chicago packing houses sold 25 
per cent, less in June than in the same month last year. That represented 
a drop of no less than 58,000,000 pounds. For the half year the falling 


off was noteworthy. At the same time there was a reduction of more-limn 
60 per cent, in the livestock exported. 


As these figures would imply, there was a gain in the available supply 


of meats in Chicago. 
Diminished demand had its inevitable effect, and 


tho stock for the six-month period increased.- 
Before long, the rising 


tendency should he reversed and prices begin to recede. There are, how- 
ever, many influences operating on the meat industry which lend to inter- 
fere in this regard so that meat is likely to continue pretty dear. 


For people generally il will do no harm if they so modify their diet 


as to get along with less beef, mutton and pork. 
Such food cannot bo 


dispensed with altogether, but less of it will serve. 
There aro other 


things good to eat quite as nourishing and very much .cheaper. Tho modi- 
fication suggested would mean a very material saving to those who prop- 
erly complain of the high cost of living.
